in  force  and  effect  on  and  after  August  1,  1939,  and  as  long  as  Congress 
shall  provide  the  necessary  authority  therefor,  ur^less  rjnended  or 
superseded  by  rules  and  regulations  hereafter  prescribed  and  promulgated 
under  such  authority.     These  rules  and  regulations  shall  supersede  the 
rules  and  regulations  govf;ring  origin-verification  of  seed  approved 
by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  July  25,   1933,  and  r-jnendnents  thereto.

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INSTRTJCTIONS  OF  THE  ADMINISTR/iTOR  OF  THE  AGRICULTURAL  LiARKETIMG  ADMINISTRA- 
TION -GOVERNING.  THE  CERTIFYING  OF  CLASS  AND  ORIGIN  OF  SEED  AND  THE  ISSUING 
AND  ATT/.CHING  OF  VERIFIED-ORIGIN  SEED  CERTIFICATES  TO  PACKilGES  OR  LOTS  OF 
SEED  VERIFIED  aS  TO  CLASS  AND  ORIGIN  BY  A  VERIFIED-ORIGIN  SEED  INSPECTOR 
AND  PRESCRIBING  THE  CONDUCT  OF  THE  SERVICE  PERTAINING  THExRETO. 

Acting  under  authority  vested  in  the  Administrator  of  the  Agricultural  Mar- 
keting Administration  by  section  59.3  and  other  sections  of  Title  7,  Chapter 
I,'  Part  59,  Code  of  Federal  Regulations  (sections  59.1  -  59.22),  the  follow- 
ing instructions  are  hereby  issued  to  be  in  force  and  effect  on  and  after 
July  1,  I9I42. 

'rule  1 

authorization  to  issue  verified-origin  seed  certificates 

Section  1.    ?Jho  may  issue  verif ied-origin  seed  certificates. — Verif ied-ori- 
gin  seed  certificates  may  be  issued  as. follows; 

(a)  By  verif ied-origin  seed  inspectors. 

A  verif ied-origin  seed  inspector  may  issue  verif ied-brigin  seed 
certificates  and  attach  or  supervise  the  attaching  of  them  to 
bags  or  other  containers  of  a  given  lot  of  seed  which  is  properly 
identified  and  which  is  knoiAm  to  be  covered  by  one  or  more  inspec- 
tion certificates  that  have  been  issued  either  by  him  or  by  another 
verified-origin  inspector. 

(b)  By  veri fie d-r origin  seed  dealers. 

'  Seed  dealers  ta^io,  upon  their  request,  have  had  their  methods  of 

handling  seed  stocks  and  records  examined  and  approved  by  a  veri- 
fied-origin seed  inspector  for  the  purpose  of  origin-verification 
of  alfalfa  and/or  red  clover  soed  may  be  authorized  by  the  Admini- 
strator to  issue  verified-origin  seed  certificates  for  seed  on 
which  they  hold  valid  inspection  certificates  issued  to  them  by 
a  verified-origin  seed  inspector,  provided  they  agree:     (l)  to 
conform  to  the  letter  and  spirit  of  these  regulations  and  instruc- 
tions and  to  such  other  instructions  relating  thereto  as  may  be  is- 
sued;   (2)  to  confine  their  purchases  of  alfalfa  seed,  so  far  as  pos- 
sible, to  lots  of  seed  eligible  for  verification,  to  endeavor  to 
obtain  acceptable  assurances  of  origin  for  all  such  lots,  and  to 
submit  inspoction  certificate  applications  for  all  those  lots,  ex- 
cept State  certified  and  sealed  seed  and  imported  seed,  regardless 
of  what  disposition  is  to  be  made  of  those  lots;   (3)  to  keep  such 
records  as  are  necessary  to  verify  the  origin  of  seed,  and  to  make 
them  available  for  inspection  by  a  verified-origin  seed  inspector 
upon  request  as  provided  in  section  59.17        regulations;    (I4)  to 
pay  the  fees  for  inspection  certificates  and  such  .fees  and  charges 


for  other  services  in  connection  therevd.th  as  sholl  be  approved 
by  the  Acaninistrfitor;   (5)  to  provide  tcip.  verif ied-origin  seed 
certificates  in  the  prescribed  form  idthjut  cost  to  the  Govorn- 
rnant,  and  to  keep  records  of  and  tc  furnish  such  information 
regarding:  their  use  as  may  be  requested;   (6)  to  issue  verified- 
origin  seed  certificntes  for  all  verif ied-origin  alfalfa  seed 
shipped  or  sold  by  them  except  as  otherv^/ise  provided  in  these 
instructions;  and  (7)  tu  use  verified-origin  seed  certificates 
and  the  privilege  of  issuing  them  solely  for  such  purposes  as 
may  be  considered  proper,  ethical,  and  legr.l. 

Section  2.     Time  of  filing  applicati  ons. — Applications  by  seed  de.';-,lers  for 
authorization  to  issue  verified-origin  seed  certificates  for  any  fiscal 
year  (o-uly  1  to  June  30)  must  be  received  by  the  Administrator  not  later 
than  September  1  of  the  same  year;  provided,  thot  for  good  and  sufficient 
reason  the  iidministrator ,  at  his  discretion,  may  accept  and  approve  appli- 
cations received,  after  September  1. 

Section  3*    Applications  of  branch  establishments  or  subsidiaries. — 
Branches  or  subsidiaries  of  a  verified-origin  seed  dealer   :>peratirig  under 
the  same  name  or  under  najnes  different  from  that  of  the  parent  establish- 
ment, in  .  different  localities  and  keeping  independent  recorc's,  will  be  con- 
sidered as  independent  establishments  and  shall  file  separate  applications 
for  enrollment  if  they  v/ish  to  become  verified-origin  seed  dealers.  Branch 
purchasing  or  selling  sta.tions  operating  under  the  same  name,  closely  as- 
sociated vdth  the  parent  institution,  and  not  operating  vdth  an  inocpendent 
set  of  records  need  not  file  a  separate  application,  in  v/hich  case  they 
will  operate  under  the  same  application  and  'aIII  be  governed  by  a.ll  the  reg 
lations  and  instructions  applicable  to  verified-origin  seed  dealers. 

Section  14,     ■".'hich  seeds  may  be  verif ie;!. --Alfalfa  an'i  rec:  clover  seed,  sing 
or  in  any  combination,  produced  in  tlie  United  States,  and  v.-hich  meets  the 
requirements  of  these  regulations  and  instructions  may  be  verified  as  to 
origin  by  a  verified-origin  seed  inspector, 

RULE_2 

IIJSPECTION  CERTIFIC-.TES 

Section  1,    Persons  for  vsrhom  inspection  certificates  vdll  be  issued. — 
"An  applicr.tion  for  the  inspection  of  seed  under  the  Act  may  be  made  by  a 
State,  a  verif ied-'„'ri gin  seed  dealer,  or  any  other  interested  party," 
(Section  59«'-  ''f  regulativ.ns . )     Applications  fron  the  t-.bove  designated  per- 
sons shall  be  handled  £13  prescribed  under  (a)  and  (b)  of  this  section, 

(a)  Verified-origin  seed  dealer. --Verified-jrigin  seed  dealers  shall 
make  applictitioms  for  inspection  certifici-tes  for  the  classes  of 
seeds  covered  by  their  authorization  and  these  rules  as  follovv's: 
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(1)  Alfalfa  seed. — All  lots  of  alfalfa  seed  eligible  for  veri- 
fication,  except  State  certified  seed,  shall  be  covered 

by • inspection  certificates  even  though  they  may  have  been 
purchased  in  part  or  entirely  by  a  verified-origin  seed 
dealer  for  the  accoimt  of  another  firm  or  person.     If  it 
is  desired  to  offer  State  certified  seed  as  verified- 
origin  seed,  an  application  for  an  inspection  certificate 
for  such  seed  shall  be  made  in  the  regular  viray. 

(2)  Red  clover  seed. — A  sufficient  quantity  of  red  clover  seed 
shall  be  verified  as  to  origin  to  enable  the  verified-ori- 
gin seed  dealer  to  maintain  stocks  of  this  seed  during  the 
season  of  active  demand. 

(b)     State  or  other  interested  party. — ^Because  of  the  necessity  of  a 
complete  and  continuous  system  of  records  by  each  handler  of  a 
given  lot  of  seed  to  substantiate  a  statement  of  origin,  the  dif- 
ficulty of  supervising  and  checking  such  records,  and  the  inability 
of  the  applicant  ordinarily  to  furnish  suitable  consecutive  docu- 
ments, it  is  often  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  determine  the 
correct  origin  and  issue  an  inspection  certificate  for  a  lot  of 
seed  not  in  the  hands  of  or  identified  with  the  records  of  a  veri- 
fied-origin seed  dealer.     However,  consideration  will  be  given  to 
applications  for  inspections  of  lots  of  seed  v\rhen  such  applications 
have  been  prepared  by  and  for  a  State,  the  producer  of  the  seed  in 
question,  or  a  handler  of  only  locally  produced  seed.     If  the  rec- 
ords required  for  such  seed  are  adequate  and  the  applicant  has 
fully  complied  v/ith  the  regulations  and  instructions  including  the 
payment  of  the  fees  and  charges,  the  verified-origin  seed  inspector 
will  issue  an  inspection  certificate  and,  if  desired,  attach  tag 
verified-origin  seed  certificates  to  the  bags  or  packages  of  seed 
inspected. 

Section  2.     Form  of  inspection' certificate  .—The  form  (GS-JOO)  of  inspection 
certificate,  as  prescribed  by  the  service  for  verified-origin  seed  dealers, 
serves  two  distinct  purposes,  namely,  an  application  for  inspection  and  an 
official  inspection  certificate.     It  constitutes  an  application,  for  inspec- 
tion when  it  is  filled  in  by  a  verified-origin  seed  dealer  mth  the  informa- 
tion required  for  verification  of  origin  of  the  lot  or  lots  of  seed  covered. 
The  inforraation  certified  by  him  or  his  designated  representative  is  in  effect 
Em  accurat;e  transcription  of  certain  portions  of  his  records  which  serves  as 
a  basis  for  issuing  a  certificate.     It  is  then  transmitted  to  the  verified- 
origin  seed  inspector  along  -vvlth  the  country  shippers'  declarations  of  ori- 
gin for  the  lots  of  seed  included  in  the  application  and  covered  by  such 
documents.    The  declarations  vdll  be  returned  to  the  applicant.    After  the 
inspector  has  exEimined  and  approved  the  application,  Vidth  or  without  exceptions, 
as  evidenced  by  his  signature,  it  becomes  an  official  inspection  certificate, 
which  is  receivable  in  all  courts  of  the  United  States  as  prima  facie  evidence 
of  the  truth  of  the  statements  therein  contained.     Inspection  certificate 
application  forms  vd.ll  be  furnished  by  the  service  to  verified-origin  seed 
dealers  on  request.     The  original  sheet  for  each  certificate  application  is 
white  and  the  copies  are  blue. 
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Section  3«     '''^hen  certificfxte  ppplicctions  should  be  mf.de. — Appli cr^.ti ons  for 
the  verif icciti-on  of  ori§':in  of  alfalf'.'.  and  red  clover  seed  shr.'.ll  bo  nc-de  im- 
mediately. :  after  the  seed  has  been  purchased  by,  or  comes  into  the  possassion 
of,  the  applicant,  in  order  to  five  the  inspector  an  opportunity  to  make 
such  investigations  as  may  be  necessary  and  thus  permit  the  issuance  of  the 
certificate ' before  the  seed  is  needed  for  blending  or  shipment,  (Section 
59*9  of"  regulations.) 

Section.         Preparation  of  application  for  inspection  certificate. — An  in- 
spection certificate  application  of  a  verified-origin  sesd  dealsr,  v/hich 
after  being  approved  by  the  inspector  becomes  an  inspection  certificate, 
consists  of  one  sheet  (original)  and  copies.     (Rule  2,  section  6.)  Each 
verifiedrorigin  seed  dealer  shall  maintain  his  ovm  series  of  nur.ibers.  The 
application  shall  be  prepared  by  the  applicant  by  entering  information  on 
the  blank  form  as  follo\vs.     (Section  59*8  of  regulations.) 

(a.)     Serial  nuiaber . --Each  veril'ied-origin  seed  dealer  shall  be  assigned 
a  2-letter  symbol  which  v/hen  combined  i^dth  a  serial  number  begin- 
ning vdth  number  one  shall  constitute  the  application  or  certifi- 
ca.te  number  or  designation.    This  is  to  be  entered  in  the  upper 
right-hand  corner.     In  the  ca-se  of  a  corrected  application  the 
serial  nuin.ber  shall  be  the  same  as  that  of  the  original  applica- 
tion but  the  xvord  "corrected"  shall  be  -aritten  above  the  s-^rial 
number. 

(b)  Kind  of  seed. --The  nsj^ie  of  the  kin^.i  of  seed  shall  be  the  comjiionly 
accepted  name,  e.g.,  alfalfa,   red  clover,  -vvlthout  the  name  of  any 

'varietj"-  or  other  riescriptive  matter  in  connecti.^n  theremth.  This 
shall  be  entorefl  in  the  space  provided  un^  er  the  caption  "inspec- 
tion Certificate"  (GS-300).     Only  one  kinc  of  seed  shall  be  in- 
cluded in  each  application. 

(c)  Applicant's  nam.e  and  address. — The  name  and  adaress  of  the  appli- 
cant shall  be  entered  in  full  at  the  top  of  the  certificate. 

(d)  Name  of  person  making  shipment  or  delivery,   shipping  point  and 
post-office  adviress  .--The  name  of  the  person  from  whom  seed  was 
obtained,  the  shipping  point  and  the  post-office  ad^iress,  if  dif- 
ferent from  the  shipping  point,  shall  be  given.     If  the  person 
making  shipment  is  a  traveli-ng  representative,  such  fact  shf.ll 

be  indicated  by  writing  the  firm  r.ar.e  of  the  applicant,  enclosed 
in  parentheses,  belov/  the  name  of  such  person.     For  seed,  from  a 
non-verified-origin  seed  dealer,  which  has  tag  verified-oririn 
seed  certif ic-.tes  attachetl,  the  name  ani"'  ad.,:ress  of.  the  person 
from  whom  received  shall  be  given '  and  hslov/  that,  .in  parentheses, 
the  n£ine  or  symbol  appea.ring  on  the  vcri fieri- origin  -seed  certi- 
ficates.        •  •       ■     .  ■ 

(e)  Da.te  of  shipment.  —  The  date  the  lot  v;as  shipped,  or  delivered 
shall  bo  shaV'.a:  or  in  case  the  lot  has  not  actually  been  shipped, 
the  date  the  lot  \/as  invoiced  or  purchased  shr.ll  be  r:iven  an'.'  a 
notation  to  that  effect  be  mace. 
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(f)  Shipper's  lot  number >-*l'he  shipper^s  lot  number  shall  always  be 
iiiveni    If  any  lot  listed  in  an  application  bears  tag  verified- 
origin  seed  certificates  indicating  a  lot  number  different  from 
that  of  the  person  making  shipment,  there  shall  also  be  given, 
in  parentheses,  the  lot  number  with  the  2- letter  prefix,  if  any, 
on  the  tag  certificates. 

(g)  Applicant's  receiving  lot  number. --The  receiving  lot  number  given 
shiall  be  the  lot  number  (alone  or  combined  vdth  the  shipper's  lot 
number)  under  which  the  lot  is  recorded  and  handled  by  the  appli- 
cant from  the  time  it  is  received  until  it  is  cleaned  or  blended 
with  other  lots,  or  otherwise  prepared  for  si^le. 

(h)  Weight  in  pounds. — The  weight  given  for  each  entry  shall  be  the 
receiving  v/eight  (without  deductions  for  dockage  or  cleaning), 
and  shall  correspond  closely  with  that  shown  in  the  declaration  of 
origin,  the  invoice  verif ied-origin  seed  certificate,  or  other 
records  on  vrhich  the  statement  of  origin  of  the  particular  lot 

of  seed  is  based, 

(i)  Yihere  grovm. — The  State  or  approved  district,  where  the  lot  was 
grovm  shall  be  given.     If,  however,  it  is  desired  to  be  more 
specific  in  describing  the  origin  in  verif ied-origin  seed  certi- 
ficates, the  name  of  the  county  or  counties  (Rule  5)  shall  also 
be  given  in  the  application  and  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the 
facts  given  in  the  declaration  or  other  documentary  assurance  of 
origin. 

(j)     Declaration. — The  kind  of  assurance  of  origin  on  which  the  state- 
ment of  origin  is  based,  such  as  a  declaration  of  a  grower  "G",  a 
declaration  of  a  shipper  "S",  a  verif ied-origin  seed  certificate 
(either  invoice  or  tag  form)  "V" ,  and  official  State  or  Federal 
certificate  "O",  or  other  acceptable  document  "X",  shall  be  given. 
If  the  assurance  is  a  tag  verifiod-origin  seed  certificate  the  ap- 
plicant shall  make,  on  the  line  below  that  covered  by  the  lot  in 
question,  the  folloiving  or  a  similar  notation:     "Tag  certificates 
properly  attached  and  no  evidence  that  contents  of  bags  have  been 
tampered  vdth." 

(k)  Name  of  person  signing  for  applicant. — The  person  signing  for  the 
applicant  shall  be  an  officitil  of  the  concern  or  other  person  de- 
signated to  certify  to  the  accuracy  of  the  records  and  the  trans- 
script  of  them. 

(1)     Date  of  application. — The  date  shall  be  the  month,  day,  and  year 

the  original  or  the  corrected  application,  as  the  case  may  be,  was 
prepared  and  transmitted  to  the  inspector.  : 


Section  5»     Issuing  an  inspection  certificate. — YJhen  a  verified-origin  seed 
inspector  receives  an  application  in  due  form  for  the  inspection  of  seed 
from  an  applicant,  he  shall  examine  the  application  and  check  the  inf oriAation 
given,  also  the  accompanying  assurances  of  origin  with  available  data  from 


other  sources.     If  the  information  appcaro  to  he  correct" and  complete,  he 
shall  sign  the  application  and  enter  t?ie  date  and  amount  of  fees  and  charges, 
thus  transf orr.u.n[;  the  application  into  an  official  inspection  certificate. 
(Section  59.10,  59.13  -nd  59.19  of  regulations.) 

Section  6.     Filing  inspection  certificates .--For  all  districts  except  the 
one  served  directly  by  the  Y^ashington  office,  three  complete  files  of  the 
inspection  certificates  shall  be  preserved;  one  by  the  vorified-orip;in  seed 
dealer,  anotht-^r  by  the  verifiod-origin  seed  inspector  for  his  district,  and 
still  another  by  the  VJaslington  office  of  the  Seed  Verification  Service.  The 
applicant  shall  prepare  the  original  and  three  copies  of  each  application. 
He  shall  file  one  (last)  copy  for  ter.iporary  reference  and  transrrdt  the  origi- 
nal and  two  copies  to  the  verifiod-origin  seed  inspector  for  his  district, 
ffhen  approved,  the  inspector  shall  sign  the  original  and  both  copies,  return 
the  original  to  the  applicant,  transmit  one  copy  to  the  vTashington  office, 
and  file  the  rem-.;.ininr  copy  in  his  ovm  office.     In  the  'Yfeshington  district 
only  two  files  are  necessary  as  the  district  and  Washington  files  are  the 
same.     Inspection  certificates  are  not  transferable  but  shall  be  retained  by 
the  verif ied-origin  seed  dealer  in  his  files  as  the  evidence  of  origin  upon 
^vhich  to  base  the  issuance  of  verif ied-origin  seed  certificates  for  the  lots 
of  seed  covered  by  the  inspection  certificate. 

RULE  3 

VERIFIED-ORIGIK  SEED  CERTIFICATES 

Section  1.     Purpose  of  verified-origin  seed  certificate. — The  verified- 
origin  seed  certificate  is  the  comiaercial  document,  issued  by  either  a  veri- 
fied-origin seed  inspector  or  a  verified-origin  seed  dealer,  which  gives  the 
buyer  definite  assurance  that  the  origin  of  the  lot  in  question  is  cs  stated 
in  that  certificate.     It  certifies  only  origin  or  place  where  gromi,  and 
not  variety,  quality,  purity,   or  germination.     Seed  bearing  verified-origin 
seed  certificates,  hov\rever,  must  meet  certrin  standards  of  quality.  (Rule 
3,  section  I4.  (c).)     The  information  contained  in  a  verified-origin  seed  cer- 
tificate must  be  in  harmony  vdth  that  in  one  or  more  valid  inspection  certi- 
ficates covering  the  lot,  v^riich  have  been  issued  previously  and  idth  the 
report  of  the  verified-origin  seed  dealer  for  the  lot  in  quostion  wliich  also 
shall  have  been  issued  previously.     (Rule  2,  section  3»  I'ule  J,  section  2.) 

Section  2.     Kinds  and  forms  of  verified-origin  seed  certificates. — There 
are  two  kinds  of  verif iod-.">rigin  seed  certificates,  namely,  invoice  verified- 
origin  seed  certificate  and  tag  verifiod-origin  seed  certificate. 

(a)     Invoice  verified-origin  seed  certificate.  —  The  invoice  verified- 
origin  seed  certificate   (GS-302)  is  provided  primarily  for  the 
interchange  of  verified-origin  seed  between  verified-origin  seed 
dealers  to  eliminate  the  necessity  for  attaching  tag  verified- 
origin  seed  certificates  to  all  bag,s  of  see^l  -shipped  to  verified- 
origin  seed  dealers.     Shipments  of  verified-origin  seed  made  hy 
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one  verified-origin  seed  dealer  to  another  verified-origin  seed 
dealer  shall  always  be  accompanied  by  an  invoice  verified-origin 
seed  certificate  whether  or  not  tag  verified-origin  seed  certi- 
ficates are  attached  to  the  bags.    The  invoice  verified-origin 
seed  certificate  shall  include  only  one  kind  of  seed  and  shall 
be  made  in  triplicate.    The  original  certificate  shall  be  sent 
to  the  purchaser  (dealer  to    v/hon  certificate  is  issued)  who  shall 
retain  it  vdth  his  records,  one  copy  shall  be  sent  to  the  inspector 
for  the  issuing  dealer's  district  and  one  copy  shall  be  retained 
by  the  issuing  dealer.    The  verified-origin  seed  dealer  receiving 
seed  from  another  verified-origin  seed  dealer  must  have  the  original 
invoice  certificate  in  his  possession  v/hen    he  transmits  his  appli- 
cation for  an  up-to-date  inspection  certificate,  and  such  applica- 
tion shall  have  been  submitted  before  issuing  verified-origin  seed 
certificates  for  the  lot  in  question.     (See  rule  3*  section  1.) 

Verified-origin  seed  dealers  shall  be  furnished  with  blank  forms 
of  pre-numbered  invoice  verified-origin  seed  certificates  bound 
in  pads  of  10  sots  of  certificates,  each  set  consisting  of  one 
original  and  2  copies.    Each  dealer  shall  account  for  all  certi- 
ficates used  and  canceled  and  shall  return  all  unused  certifi- 
cates when  his  connection  /with  the  service  is  terminated,     (Page  17) 

Tag  verified-origin  seed  certificate. — The  tag  verified-origin  seed 
certificate    is  the  form  of  certificate  v/hich  reaches  the  ultimate 
consumer  giving  him  the  proper  assurance  of  origin  of  the  seed. 

(1)  Forms  of  tag  certificates, — There  are  two  forms  of  tag  certi- 
ficates,  namely  "A"  and  "B".    A  verified-origin  seed  dealer 
may  use  either  or  both  of  these  forms.     The  design  and  print- 
ing common  to  both  forms  are  shown  in  black  on  page  I7.  The 
portions  to  be  printed  in  red  and  black  are  not  indicated. 
Form  "a"  shall  give  in  addition  the  name  and  address  of  the 
dealer  issuing  the  certificate.     Form  "B"  shall  give  in  ad- 
dition the  name  and  address  of  the  branch  office  of  the  Seed 
Verification  Service  district  in  T/hich  the  dealer  is  located 
and  the  dealer's  2- letter  symbol  follomng  "Lot  No."  for 
identification. 

(2)  Color,  material,  and  printing  of  tag  certificates. — The  tag 
certificates  shall  be  printed  in  red  and  black  on  white  ma- 
terial, which  may  be  of  strong  paper,  cardboard,  or  cloth. 

To  insure  uniformity  in  the  tag  certificates,  verified-origin 
seed  dealers  before  purchasing  tag  verified-origin  seed  cer- 
tificates shall  obtain  from  an  inspector  the  names  of  the 
engravers  or  tag  companies  holding  plates  in  the  approved 
form  for  printing  the  verified-origin  seed  certificates.

(3)     Size  of  tag  certif icc-.tes ,--The  tag  certificates  for  attaching 
vvith  seals  shall  be  of  the  size  commonly  knoi^vn  as  No.  6 
(5-lA"  X  2-5/0").     Hovrever,  a  smaller  size  Wo.  5  (U-3A"  x 
2-3/S")  or  a  larger  size  No.  7  (5-3A"  >:  2-7/8")  may  be  used 
in  special  casos.     Those  for  sevring  in  bags  may  be  of  the 
sane  v.aclth  as  either  of  the  above  and  of  a  length  necessary 
to  provide  sev.lng  margin.

(a)  Declaration  of  f^rov/er .--The  initial  documentTiry  assurance  of  the 
origin  (place  where  groivn)   of  any  lot  of  seed  shall  be  a  declara- 
tion of  the  grower,  giving  in  prescribed  forri  the  kind  of  seed, 
lot  nuiriber,  v/here  grovm,  quantity,  ^.if.te  shipped  or  delivered,  name 
and  adxiress  of  person  to  v/hon  sold,   shipped,  or  delivered  and  signa- 
ture and  ad(  ress  of  the  grovrer.     The  form  of  grower's  declaration 
(GSFSA-250)   (Page  22)  as  suggested  for  use  under  the  Federal  Seed 
Act  is  hereby  approved  for  use  in  this  service.

— A  single  Stats  or  tvro  or  throe  States 
may  be  given  as  the  origi~n  of  alfalfa  or  red  clover  seed,  pro- 
viding the  northern  boundary  of  the  most  southjrn  Stat-j  is  on  the 
same  latitude  or  north  of  the  southern  boundary  of  the  most  northern 
State,  v.dth  the  follovdng  exceptions: 

(1)  For  red  clover  seed,  the  country  vri.ll  be  divided  into  three 
general  seed-producing  areas  or  cl visions.     The  Western  Di- 
vision mil  include  v/estern  Oregon  and  western  Washington. 
The  Roclc^r-Tiountain  Division  --■all  include  I.Iontana,   and  all 
States,   or  portions  of  States,  v.^st  and  south  of  that  State, 
except  vrostern  Oregon  and  v.^estern  Washington.     The  Eastern 
Division  vri.ll  include  all  States  east  of  the  Roclcj/'-Mountain 
Division.     Red  clover  seed  groxm  in  one  division  v.'ill  not  be

\ri.th  seed  produced  in  either  of  the  other  divisi  -ns. 

(2)  Alfalfa  seed  grovm  in  California  may  be  blended  vdth  that 
produced  in  other  States  only  on  the  basis  of  production  by 
California  districts.     (Paragraph  (b)    (3).)     Each  California 
district  vri.ll  bo  c:)nsidered  as  though  it  v/ere  a  separate  State. 

(b)  Designated  portions  of  States  .--Yilaerever  designated  portions  of 
certain  States  are  set  up  as  special  districts  for  indicating  ori- 
gins the  boundaries  are  usually  county  lines  end  the  declaration 

or  declarations  on  v/hich  the  statement  is  based  shall  give  the  name 
of  the  county  or  counties  in  V'/hich  the  seed  was  produced.  The  fol- 
lovri.ng  special  -districts  are  hereby  established: 

(l)     Oregon  and  '.Tashingt ^n. — Th^se  portions  of  the  States    if  Oregon 
or  V/ashington  \:est  of  the  Cascade  Range  m.ay  be  designated  as 
"TJestern  Oregon"  and  "Western  Washington,"  respectively;  those 
portions  east  of  the  Cascade  Range  may  in  like  manner  be  desig- 
nated as  "Eastern  Oregon"  and  "E^  stern  TJ;\shington," 
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(2)  Northern  Neck  of  Virginia>>-That  portion  of  the  State  of 
Virginia  between  the  Fotomac  and  Rappahannock  rivers  com- 
prising the  covmties  of  Lancaster,  Northumberland,  Rich- 
mond, YIestmoreland,  King  George,  and  Stafford  and  the  ad^ 
joining  counties  of  Essex  and  Middlesex  may  be  designa- 
ted the  "Northern  Neck  of  Virginia,"  the  term  commonly 
applied  to  that  area. 

(3)  California.— Those  coxinties  in  the  State  of  California  north 
of  the  I|(5th  parallel,  including  the  counties  of  Tehama  and 
Plumas  may  be  designated  "Northern  California,"    That  por- 
tion of  California  south  of  northern  California  and  north 

of  the  southern  boundary  of  Monterey,  Kings,  Tulare,  and 
Inyo  counties  may  be  designated  "Central  California."  That 
portion  of  California  south  of  central  California  may  be 
designated  "Southern  California."    That  portion  of  the  lA.'estern 
part  of  Riverside  county,  included  in  and  adjacent  to  the 
Hemet,  Hurietta,  Ferris  and  Temecula  valleys  may  be  designated 
the  "San  Jacinto  Mountain  Valleys,  California." 

(I4.)    Michigan. — That  portion  of  the  State  of  Michigan  north  of 

and  including  the  counties  of  Oceana,  Newago,  Mecosta,  Isa- 
bella, Midland,  Bay,  Tuscola  and  Sanilac  may  be  designated 
"Northern  Michigan"  and  that  portion  south  of  those  counties 
may  be  designated  "Southern  llichigan." 

(5)     Northern  part  of  State. — Except  as  provided  for  California 

and  Michigan  that  portion  of  any  State  made  up  of  the  counties 
which  lie  entirely  north  of  an  east-west  line  drawn  half  v/ay 
between  the  northern  and  southern  extremities  of  the  State  may 
be  designated  by  the    wrd  "northern"  and  the  State  name,  for 
example,  "Northern  Illinois."     That  portion  south  of  the 
northern  portion  would  likevd.se  be  designated  "southern." 

(c)     Counties. — A  single  county  or  any  group  of  adjacent  counties,  or 
counties  in  a  single  restricted  producing  areei,  may  be  given  as 
origin  provided  such  county  or  counties  are  given  as  the  origin 
in  the  declaration  on  which  the  statement  is  based. 

RULE_6 

RECORDS 

Section  1.     Lot  identification. — Each  lot  of  seed  of  the  kind  or  kinds  that 
are  being  verified  as  to  origin  vmich  is  handled  by  a  verifi ed-origin  seed 
dealer  shall  bear  a  lot  number  hy  v;hich  it  shall  be  known  in  the  records  of 
the  shipper  or  verified-origin  seed  dealer  so  long  as  its  composition  re- 
mains unchanged,    VJhen  it  is  cleaned  or  blended  with  other  lots  and  thereby 
loses  its  former  identity,  the  nev;  lot  so  formed  shall  be  given  a  new  lot 
number  and  the  record  shall  show  all  lots  or  parts  of  lots  n.nd  quantity  of 
each  used  in  the  cleaned  or  blended  lot.    Numbers,  >/ith  or  mthout  letters, 
constitute  the  best  and  siraplest  system  of  lot  designations  and  shall  be 
used  for  all  lots  offered  for  sale  or  sold  by  verified-origin  seed  dealers. 
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It  is  recoTTiinended  that  continuous  series  of  numbers  be  used  by  verified- 
origin  seed  dealers  for  3  yuc^rs  or  more  so  thrt  there  vdll  be  little  or  no 
likelihood  th^;t  nvimbers  of  lots  vri.ll  be  duplicated  by  the  same  dealer  in 
successive  seasons  and  thereby  result  in  confusion.     The  lot  designi-.tion  shall 
be  stenciled  on  all-  bags  of  seed  sold  of  the  kind  or  kinds  being  verified  as 
to  origin  for  the  dealer  regardless  of  r/hether  or  not  verified-origin  seed 
certificates  are  attached.     (Section  59.2  (k2;  and  (k3)  of  Regulations,  Rule 
3,  section  2  (b)   (L)  and  3  (c).) 

Section  2.     Dealers'  records. — Complete  records  of  all  lots  of  seed  of  the 
kind  or  kinds  being  verified  j,s  to  origin  shall  be  maintained  by  verified- 
origin  seed  dealers.     Such  records,  properly  kept,  vail  enable  an  inspector 
to  trace  the  source  and  disposition  of  every  lot  of  these  seeds  handled  and 
the  source  of  all  inf ormc^tion  pertaining  to  such  seed,  T/hether  or  not  it  has 
been  verified  as  to  origin.     To  accomplish  this,  the  follov.ang  kinus  of  rec- 
ords, in  addition  to  acceptable  assurances  -^f  origin,  are  required  :jf  verified 
origin  seed  dealers.     (Section  59»2  (kl)  of  Regulations.) 

(a)  Receiving  record. — Kind  of  seed,   lot  number,  weight,   date  lot  v/as 
received,  and  name  and  address  of  the  person  making  shipment  to 
the  verified-origin  seed  dealer. 

(b)  Bulking  and  cleaning  recor'i.  —  Kinr'  of  seed,  nei.'"  lot  number  or 
num    rs,  weight  ann  .^rigin  of  new  bulk,  cleaned  or  blended  lot, 
lot  numbers,  weight  and  origin  of  original  lot  before  cleaning 
or  of  component  lets  used  in  making  up  a  bulk  or  blended  lot, 
v/eights  of  screenings  discarded  and  date  bulking,  blen-'ing,  or 
cleaning  was  done, 

(c)  Stocic  record. — Kind  of  seed,  number  of  certificate  or    dealer's  re- 
port covering  lot,  lot  number,  origin,   (if  a  mul"ciple  origin  the 
percentage  cf  each  origin  shall  be  given)  weight  of  lot  as  received 
or  when  first  offered  for  sale,  individual  sales  or  :>ther  aisposi- 
tion  in  pounds  or  bags  of  this  lot  according  to  ■iates  the  parcels 
viore  sold  or  accoruing  to  invoice  nimbers  covering  the  sales,  and 
remainder  on  hand  either  stated  or  reai-lily  computed. 

(d)  Labeling  record. --The  labeling  record  may  be  kept  in  various  v/ays 
but  in  all  cases  shall  disclose  the  source  and  identity    /f  all 
items  of  information  given  on  the  l<:.bel, 

(e)  Shipping  recor':l.--Kind  of  see'l,   lot  number,  weight,   date  lot  v;as 
shipped  or  s."^l;i,  r..nd  nej.ie  an(i  ad.lress  of  person  or  firm  to  whom 
lot  7;as  shipped  or  sol?!, 

(f)  Sc'Jiple  record, --A  complete  file  shall  be  maintained  of  the  samples 
of  all  lots  prepared  or  offered  for  sale  of  seed  of  the  kind  or 
kinds  which  are  being  verified  rs  to  origin.    The  sample  envelope 
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should  indicate  lot  number  and  origin.    A  sample  shall  also  he 
retained  of  each  lot  purchased  directly  from  a  grower  vfhen  such 
seed  is  covered  by  a  declaration  of  origin  and  has  not  been  pro- 
duced in  the  vicinity  of  the  dealer's  place  of  business.  (Sec- 
tion 3  (a).)    A  sample,  two  ounces  or  more  in  weight,  of  each 
lot  prepared  or  offered  for  sale  shall  be  kept  for  at  least  1 
year  after  the  complete  disposition  of  the  lot. 

(g)     Storage  record. — Seed  of  the  kind  or  kinds  being  verified  as  to 
origin  in  the  process  of  cleaning  or  in  storage  by  verified- 
origin  seed  dealers  shall  be  handled  or  piled  in  a  room  with 
adequate  lighting  so  that  the  bags  of  each  lot  may  be  readily 
identified.     If  all  bags  are  not  marked  or  tagged,  a  sufficient 
number  shall  be  legibly  tagged  or  stenciled  vdth  lot  numbers  for 
the  purposes  of  identification.    Inhere  many  lots  are  stored  in 
one  or  more  warehouses  adequate  records  shall  be  kept  of  in  and 
out  movement  and  location  of  seed  in  warehouse. 

Section  3»     Shippers'  records. — Shippers  of  alfalfa  and  red  clover  seed  shall 
keep  records'as  prescribed  under  (a),   (b),  and  (c)  of  this  section.  (Sec- 
tion 59.2  (i)  of  Regulations.) 

(a)  Country  shipper. — A  shipper  located  in  a  producing  area  "vvho  confines 
his  purchases  of  alfalfa  and/or  red  clover  seed  to  that  produced  in 
his  own  locality  for  shipment  to  seed  dealers  or  to  other  country 
shippers  shall  keep  a  record  of  receipts  and  shipments.     Such  record 
may  be  in  simple  form  but  must  show  for  each  lot  of  seed  purchased 
or  received  and  for  each  lot  sold,  shipped  or  delivered  the  name 
and  address  of  the  other  party  to  each  transaction  or  shipment, 

the  place  from  v^hich  received  or  to  which  shipped,  the  quantity  in 
pounds,   and  the  date  received  or  shipped.     He  shall  also  keep  a 
copy  of  each  declaration  v/hich  he  issues,  also  the  original  growers' 
and  country  shippers'  declarations  of  origin  received  by  him.  A 
sample  shall  be  retained  of  each  lot  of  alfsilfa  and  red  clover  seed 
not  produced  locally  which  is  covered  by  a  declaration  of  origin. 
(Section  2  (f).)    V^henever  a  shipper  does  cleaning  or  bulking  of 
seed  his  receiving  or  bulking  records  shall  shovf  the  components  of 
the  bulk  and  such  other  information  necessary  to  establish  the 
origin  and  identity  of  components  a.nd  of  the  final  lot. 

(b)  General  shipper  and  seed  dealer. — A  shipper  of  alfalfa  and/or  red 
clover  seed  who  buys  such  seed  over  a  large  territory,  or  a  general 
seed  dealer  located  in  a  surplus  producing  territory  who  mshes  to 
function  as  a  shipper,  must  keep  complete  records,  for  the  kind  of 
seed  involved,  similar  to  those  of  verif ied-origin  seed  dealers  if  ' 
he  vdshcs  to  issue  declarations  of  origin  acceptable  to  the  service. 
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Declarations  fron  such  a  dealer  ulll  be  eiccepted  only  under  the 
rvjst  favorable  circur.-.sttxnccs .     A  general  seed  dealer  functioning 
.i'.3  a  shipper  of  r.if.^if-  and/or  red  clover  seed  is  required  to  te.g 
every  shipraent  of  such  seed  Tvlth  the  lot  number  end.  origin,  if 
knoi,vn,  us  is  required  of  a  verif ied-origin  seed  dealer  and  to  neet 
for  such  seed,  clII  the  requireraer.ts  of  the  Federal  Seed  Act  and 
the  Regulations  under  the  Act  us  if  it  vrere  shipped  in  interstate 
coinnerce . 

RULE  7 

VERIFIED-ORIGIN  SEED  DEi^XE-'S  REPORT 

Section  1.     Purpose  of  report. — The  purpose  of  the  verif  ied-origin  se/ed 
dealer's  report  is  to  enable  an  inspector  to  ceterinine  v/hether  or  not  a 
given  lot  or  the  component  parts  of  a  bulk  lot  offered  for  sale  or  sold 
have  been  verified  as  to  origin.     In  other  vror'is,  it  serves  to  identify  any 
verified-origin  seed  certificates  issued  by  a  verified-origin  seed  dealer 
TA,lth  the  inspection  certificate  or  cjrtif icate s  issued  to  that  dealer  cover- 
ing the  lot  in  question  or  its  component  lots. 

Section  2.     'ihen  report  shall  be  made. — Verified-origin  seed  dealers  shall 
make  a  repn  rt  (GS-30i)  every  v/eek  that  nev/  lots  of  verified-origin  seed  are 
prepared  or  offered  for  sale,  or  oftener  if  the  verified-origin  seed  dealer 
making  the  report  has  occasion  to  furnish  to  another  verified-origin  seed 
dealer  an  inv.^ice  verified-origin  seed  certificate  for  a  given  lot  v/hich 
has  not  already  been  covered  under  the  same  lot  number  by  an  inspection  cer- 
tificate or  by  a  verifi jd-origin  seed  dealer's  report.     No  verifie i-origin 
seed  certificate  for  a  given  lot  shall  be  issued  unless  that  lot  has  pre- 
viously been  covered,  under  the  lot  nur.iber  as  sold,  by  either  a  verified- 
origin  seed  dealer's  report  or  an  inspection  certificate.     (Rule  2,  section 
3  and  rule  3>  sec"Ci  .;n  1.) 

Section  3*     Form  rnd  nujibering  of  report .--ForriS  for  this  report  sh'll  be 
furnished  by  the  service.     The  oi'iginal  sheet  for  oach  report  is  "vvhite  and 
the  copies  are  pink.     These  reports  shall  be  serially  numbered  by  each 
dealer,   using  that  dealer's  2-lstt9r  syr.;bol  in  ombination  v.lth  the  serial 
number,  and  the  sam.e  series  of  nuribers  shall  be  continued  by  the  dealer  from 
year  to  j'^ear  s"^  long  as  he  rem.ains  in  the  service,     Eo.ch  sheet  used  consti- 
tutes a  sep'.'.rate  repDrt  and  shall  be  given  a  nev.-  number. 

Section  14.,     Preparation  of  report. --The  her.aing  of  the  verified-origin  seed 
dealer's  report  provides  for       listing  the  "ne-;  lots  of  verified-origin  seed 
which  have  been  prepared,  or  offered  for  sale  during  the  v/eek,"    Each  firm 
decides  the  date  of  cut-ofS  for  each  v/eek  and  the  method  of  reporting,  that 
is,  v/hether  it  v/ill  be  on  "che  basis  of  seed  "prepared"  or  seed  "offered  for 
sale";   in  each  case  the  seed  in  question  nay  or  nay  not  have  been  "sole'  or 
shipped"  in  part  or  entirely,  this  having  no  bearing  v.diatever  on  the  vro.y  the 
report  is  to  be  filled  in.     The  practice  of  listing  the  new  lots  as  tney  are 
bulked  or  prepared  is  preferred  by  this  service.     Each  firm  shall  indicate 
in  the  first  report  by  scratchdng  out  the  v/ords  not  needed,  v/hat  rethod  is 
being  used  in  making  cut  the  reports  and  sholl  follov/  that  method  regxilarly. 
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In  each  nethod  a  report  of  the  preparation  of  a  given  bulk  lot  is  to  be  nade 
usually  only  once,  the  entire'  quantity  of  the  lot  being  shown.    All  or  a 
portion  of  the  sane  bulk  lot,  hov.'-ever,  nay  be  included  as  part  of  a  new  bulk 
lot,  in  which  case  it  shall  'be  indicated  in  the  proper  colunn  later  in  the 
sane  report  or  in  another  report  as  provided  hereafter. 

Section  5.     Reporting:  conponent  lots  used  in  bulk  or  final  lots. — '"'.'hen  a  nev/ 
lot  to  be  reported  consists  only  of  lots  as  showi  in  inspection  certificates 
all  such  lots  shall  be  listed  in  the  sixth  colunn  headed  "Receiving;  lot  niom- 
bers  as  showni  in  inspection  certificatest"  If,  however,  it  includes  wholly 
or  in  part  one  or  more  prepared  lots  ail  of  which  shall  have  been  reported 
previously  in  a  verif ied-origin  seed  dealer's  report,  such  component  lots 
shall  be  listed  in  the  seventh  column  headed  "Bulk  or  final  lot  numbers  shovm 
previously  by  us  in  a  verif ied-origin  seed  dealer's  report."    In  order  to 
expedite  the  auditing  of  records  as  to  quantities  and  percentages  of  origins 
in  blends,  the  quantities  of  seed  of  each  component  lot  shall  be  indicated 
in  a  dealer's  report. 

Section  6.     Reporting  simple  or  multiple  origins. — The  origin  of  a  lot  as 
given  in  a  report  must  not  be  more  specific  than  the  respective  origins  of 
the  component  lots  as  shown  in  inspection  certificates  or  in  dealers'  reports. 
For  example,  if  these  certificates  or  reports  indicated  the  origin  of  one  or 
more  conponent  lots  of  a  bulk  lot  to  be  Oregon  instead  of  Malheur  or  some 
other  county  in  Oregon,  the  origin  of  the  bulk  lot  in  the  report  shall  be 
indicated  merely  as  Oregon,  and  not  as  eastern  Oregon  or  Malheur  County, 
Oreg.    VJhen  more  than  one  State  or  district  is  given  as  the  origin  of  a  lot 
of  alfalfa  or  red  clover  seed,  the  names  of  such  States  or  districts  shall 
be  listed  in  the  report  in  the  order  of  the  percentage  of  each  origin,  the 
one  contributing  the  largest  portion  in  the  blend  or  mixture  being  mentioned 
first  and  the  others  in  the  proper  order.     (Rule  3»  section  3  (b)«) 

RULE_8 

SCHEDULE  OF  FEES 

Section  1.     Fees  and  cheirges.  —  The  fees  and  charges  for  the  inspection  of 
alfalfa  and  red  clover  seed  for  class  and  origin  are  as  follows: 

(a)     An  advance  deposit  cf  •)25  is  required  with  each  application  of  a 
seed  dealer  for  the  privilege  of  issuing  verified-origin  seed 
certificates.     This  deposit  applies  on  the  regular  fees  provided 
under  (b)  of  this  section.     If  the  application  is  received  prior 
to  September  1  of  the  fiscal  year  (July  1  -  June  30)  for  which  it 
is  made  only  one  ^23  deposit  is  required  for  either  alfalfa  or 
alfalfa  and  red  clover  seed.     If  a  verified-origin  seed  dealer  for 
alfalfa  seed  mshes  to  file  an  application  after  September  1  for 
red  clover  seed,  he  may  do  so  by  depositing  an  additional  |25  and 
by  paying  the  necessary  travel  and  other  expenses  of  the  inspector 
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to  examine  his  records  end  stocks,  the  deposit  so  nade,  but  not 
the  expenses,  to  apply  toivards  the  fees  for  red  clover  seed  as 
provided  under  (b)  of  this  section.    Applications  received  after 
September  1  for  p-lfc.lfa  or  alfalfa  and  red  clover  seed  ordinarily 
will  be  refused.     The  Administrator  vdll  use  his  discretion,  how- 
ever, in  approving  such  applications  in  unusually  meritorious  cases. 

(b)  The  fee  for  inspection  for  class  and  origin  of  one  or  more  lots 
of  seed  of  one  kind  included  in  one  application  from  c  verified- 
origin  seed  dealer  shall  be  3  cents  per  100  pounds  (receiving 
weight)  vdth  a  Liinimum  fee  of  ^jil  for  each  certificate. 

(c)  The  fee  for  inspection  for  class  and  origin  of  one  or  more  lots  of 
seed  included  in  one  application  from  a  person  who  is  not  a  veri- 
fied-origin  seed  dealer  but  v^ho  is  the  producer  or  vrho  handles  only 
locally-produced  seed  and  v;ho  keeps  adequate  records  ond  agrees  to 
submit  such  records  for  exairdnation  by  an  inspector  at  any  time  on 
request  and  otherv.lse  to  comply  ivith  the  regulations  and  instruc- 
tions pertaining  to  the  use  of  verif ied-origin  seed  certificates 
and  the  Seed  Verification  Service  shall  be  5  cents  per  100  pounds, 
mth  a  minimum  fee  of  %^  for  each  certificate  plus  a  charge  for 
the  timo,  travel  and  other  expenses  of  the  inspector  in  examining 
records  and  stocks  and  perforT.iing  other  duties  incidental  thereto. 

RULB  9 

IIISCELLAIJEOIIS 

Section  1.    Advertising. — Verif ied-origin  seed  dealers  are  permitted  to  ad- 
vertise verif ied-origin  alfalfa  and/or  red  clover  seed  in  their  catalogs, 
price  lists,  etc.,  provided, the  advertising  is  not  false  or  misleading  in 
any  particular. 

Section  2.     Forms  of  mdsrepresentati on. — 'Misrepresentation  of  any  facts  as 
to  origin  or  identity  of  verif ied-origin  seed  or  of  any  other  seed  purporting 
to  be  verified-origin  seed  by  verified-origin  seed  dealers  or  others  or  of 
any  seed  offered  for  sale  or  sold  to  a  verified-origin  seed  dealer  or  shipper 
under  a  declaration  of  origin  by  a  grov/er  or  shiipper  is  prohibited.     The  is- 
suance of  a  verified-origin  seed  certificate  by  a  verified-origin  seed  dealer 
before  an  inspection  certific;>te  has  been  issued  for  the  lot  of  seed  covered 
for  such  certificate  is  a  misrepresentation  for  v/hich  the  penalty  for  mis- 
representation may  be  invoked. 

Seed  shall  not  be  represented  to  be  verified-origin  seed  unless  it  has  been 
covered  by  an  inspection  certificate  signed  by  a  verified-origin  seed  in- 
spector even  though  it  m.ay  have  been  C':)Vored  by  a  grower's,  shipper's  or 
State  official's  declaration  of  origin.     In  the  case  of  the  ultimate  pur- 
chaser or  dealer  who  is  not  a  verified-origin  seed  dealer,   seed  is  not  veri- 
fied-origin seed  unless  it  bears  a  tag  verifiod-origin  seed  certificate  prop- 
erly attached.       The  term  "verified  seed"  shall  no't  be  used  instead  of  "veri- 
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fied-origin  seed"  as  it  is  likely  to  be  confusing,  if  not  misleading,  to  the 
buyer  v/ho  nay  not  know  that  verification  qs  to  origin  clone  is  covered  by  the 
service  even  though  standards  of  quality  are  established  for  seed  bearing  tag 
verif ied-origin  seed  certificates. 

Section  3«     Reporting  of  inproper  use  of  service. --It  shall  be  the  cluty  of 
every  inspector  and  verified-origin  seed  dealer  to  report  to  the  Aciministra- 
tor  each  and  every  instance  of  improper,  incorrect,  or  unauthorized  issuance 
or  use  made  of  any  verified-origin  seed  certificate  or  declaration  of  origin, 
or  similar  reprehensible  practice  in  connection  theremth.    Any  inspector 
who  fails  to  report  such  use  or  practice  knovm  to  hin  shall  be  subject  to 
di  scipline .
